That Members of Congress Are Interested in 
a Silver Poul. 

WASHINGTON, January 16.—The silver pool in- 
vestigating committee held a preliminary session 
this morning for the purpose of arranging a plan 
of procedure. The session today was secret, but 
future meetings will be with open doors. The 
resolution under which the committee is acting 
and the newspaper publications which were made 
the basis of the resolution, were read over and 
discussed, 

The committee adjourned after directing sub- 
poenas to issue for Stevens and Apperson, the 
two Washington correspondents of The St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, which paper made the original 
charge. ‘The principal question considered by the 
conunittee in its secret Sessioa was as to its power 
tocompel the attention and testimony of wit- 


nesses. The conclusion reached was an affirma- 
tive one. 

fhe committee held that as the charge made 

nbstantially imputed bribery to members and 

nstituted an offense for which members could 
be expelled from the house, the constitution con- 
ferred power with which to compel testimony to 
be given. 3 

The question of conducting the investigation 
with open doors was decided by the adoption ofa 
motion offered by Mr. Oates, that reporters be ad- 
mitted to future sessions. 


THE NEW YORK STAR

INGALLS MAY BE SUCCESSFUL 


If the Alliancemen Stick to Their Caucus 


Rule. 

TOPEKA, Kas., January 16.—The adoption of the 
new caucus rule by the alliance members of the 
legislature, whereby no senatorial candidate wil, 
be considered asa caucus nominee until eighty- 
three legislators, on a joint ballot majority, unite 
on him, has in a measure, restored the confidence 
of the republican leaders and greatly improved 
Senator Ingalls’s chances, It is now believed 
that the jealousies existing between the senatorial 
aspirants before the people’s party will prevent 
any ene of them from securing the requisite joint 
ballot majority and that a deadlock will ensue 
which will probably result in the election of a re- 
publican unless the caucus rule be broken. . 

. ALLIANCEMEN IN GOOD SPIRITS, 

TOPEKA, Kas., January 16.—The question of the 
success of the attempt of the Farmers’ Alliance to 
elect a farmer to the senate to succeed Ingalls 
seems at present to hinge upon the 
ability of the alliance to agree upon 
@ candidate’ in caucus. All members 
are, at present, very reticent on the senatorial 
question, but all concur that when the time comes 
they will agree upon a candidate and elect him. 
Up tothe present time remarkable harmony has 
prevailed in é ali the alliance delib- 
erations, and the only disturbing ele- 
ment has been the Turner letter. Caucuses 
are held every night after the adjournment of the 
lower house, at which a course of action is agreed 
upon. The caucuses are secret, but so far as has 
been learned, all action taken in _ them 
has been unanimous. These nightly re 
have had the effect of accustoming the 
alliancemen to caucus metbods and they say that 
when the senatorial question comes up, they will 
dispose of it with as much ease as they have dis- 
posed of other questions in caucus. It is a big- 
nificant fact that a majority of the caucuses 
have been attended by more than a quorum of the 
entire house. 


THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION 


Has Bought Three Clubs and Admitted 
Others. 

New YORK, January 16.—The American Associ- 
tion bought out Toledo tonight for $8,500, 
Rochester for $8,500, and Syracuse for $7,000. The 
Boston Players’ League club, the Chicagos and 
Washington have been admitted to fill vacancies. 
The stipulation has been made that Boston must 
eharge 50 cents admission and other arrange- 
ments have been made in regard to the disposi- 
tion of players. 

The baseba]l war is at an end, and the prospects 
for a successful season in 1891 are excel- 
lent. Tonight the National league, American 
Association and a reninant of the Players’ 
league in joint session formed into two leagues, 
absorbing the players and admitting the 
western association to the new national agreement, 
Boston, Chicago, Philadelphia players’ league, 
and Washington were admitted to the American 
Association in the place of Rochester, Syracuse, 
Toledo and Athletics.

THE COLORED TROOPS COMPLAIN. 

Today, however, a bomb has been exploded

General S. J. Lee, of the colored military of’ 


the city, claims that not one cent of last year’s 
appropriation has been received by 
the negro companies. What seems 
to be inexplainable is that in the 
annual report recently submitted to the legis 
lature, in which is given the itemized disburse- 
ment of the office, the amount of $2,724 is 
credited to the captain of the colored troops. 
They claim that they have never received 
anything whatever. 
A FRUITLESS VISIT TO COLUMBIA. 

General Lee says that he recently visited 
Columbia to see about the money for the col- 
ored troops, and that he received assurances 
that the money would be sent. He claims 
that subsequent letters have been fruitless. 
‘The white military companies of Charleston 
all acknowledge the receipt of their money, ag- 
gregating $2,170. 

What is the other side of the case regarding 
the colored funds can only be ascertained from 
Columbia. But as things stand, itJis a great 
surprise.

TAKEN DOWN AND BURIED, 

After hanging twenty minutes, Drs. Palmer and 
McCoy pronounced life extinct.

A Discussion Among the Agriculturists of 
Virginia. 

RicHMOND, Va., January 16.—[Special.]|—In the 
closing session of the semi-annual meeting of the 
state board of agriculture, a spicy debate occurred 
upon a series of resolutions offered by Major R.

One statement in the 
article was that the stuffing of ballot boxes and 
bulldozing negroes were making scoundrels and 
ruttians of the sons of gentlemen; and another 
was that the plan laid down in the new constitu- 
tion of Mississippi—the reading or intelligence 
test—wasa transparent piece of humbug, and 
would not defeat the negro vote unless fraud was 
practiced. 

ARKANSAS ON THEIR FEFT. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, stated that the writer of 
the article (Mr. Cannochan) was not a southern 
man, but that he had gone to Arkansas a few years 
azo from Cincinnati, O. He was a truthful, well- 
méaning man, but he hadnot been long enough 
on the ground to understand the matter, and, 
therefore, his opinion was worth no more than 
that of the senator from Massachusetts, or that of 
any other poorly-informed man on the subject. 
[Laughter]. Without intending to state anything 
untrue, r Carnochan had been 
misled and deceived, and had used 
hasty and intemperate expressions. Jones denied 
that there was any effort in Arkansas to deprive 
the negroes of their full rightof suffrage. He 
quoted from a speech made by Mr. Sherman Hoar, 
of Massachusetts, to the effect that nominations 
and élections in that state were purchased, and 
said that if a politician could be mistaken in 
making such a charge,a minister of the guspel 
might well be mistaken about political matters. 

Mr. Berry asserted that if Mr. Carnochan in- 
tended, by that article, to have the idea go abroad 
that any general system of fraud, bulldozing or 

_baliot-box stuffing existed inthe state of Ar- 
kansas, he statedan untruth. That gentieman 
was another instance to prove that when a min- 
ister of the gospel dabbled in politics, he spoiled 
a preacher and made a very poor politician. ‘The 
facts which Cornochan stated were not true, and 
the remedy which he proposed wasan absurd 
oné, that could never be adopted. 

BERRY SCORES HOAR, 

Mr. Berry spoke of Mr. Hoafas a man who had 
passed his lite in stirring up strife among neigh- 
bors, the danger of which he never shared him- 
self. When he (Mr. Berry) thought of the conse- 
quences of the pending bill, it chafed him to hear 
senators Seizing newspaper articies that were not 
true in order to slander a whole people. it was 
not the act of a brave man to pursue fallen foes; 
nor was it evidence ofa brave and generous man 
to be ee hounding those whom he (not 
he, but his people) had defeated in battle. [Ap- 
planse in the galeries, which was reproved by the 
presiding officer, Mr. Frye.) 

SENATOR PASCO RESUMES. 

After this diversion, which had occupied over 
an hour, came to a close, Mr. Pasco proceeded 
with his speech in opposition to the bill. He 
argued that the application of the bill, if it ve- 
came a law, would not be coniined to any one sec- 
tion of the country. A chief supervisor would 
find hig way to the front wherever he couid pro- 
cure ures to a petition 
aid of dictator parmed with 
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He yielded to Mr. Hoar, who also gave notice of 
amendments which he proposed to offer to the 
bill, one of them being to give the judge the only 
power to deterinine whether the federal super- 
vision of an election is necessary, and to give to 
the accounting officers of the treasury power to 
audit the accounts of supervisors as in other 
cases. He also yielded to Mr. Hoar to report back 
the fortification appropriation bill with amend- 
ments. 

WOLCOTT AND STEWART: VOTING RIGHT. 

Mr. Pasco again, at 6:10 o’clock, yielded to Mr. 
Wolcott, who moved an adjournment. 

Mr. Frye demanded the yeas and nays, and the 
result of the vote was yeas 27, nays 32, Messrs. 
Stewart and Wolcott being the only republicans 
voting yea. Mr. Washburn, who voted Wednes- 
day night against taking up the elec- 
tions bill, rejoined his arty ovlleacues 
and voted nay, a8 aid Mr. Piumb, 
who was absent when the vote wastaken. Wednes- 
day night Mr. Pasco resumed and spoke until 6:40 
o’clovck, when Mr. Hampton took the floor. An 
effort was then made to induce Mr. Hoar,to con- 
sent to an adjournment of debate until tomorrow. 
His reply was a request to the democrats to name 
an hour when a vote might be taken. 

GENERAL HAMPTON SPEAKS. 

This was not done and Mr. Hampton proceeded 
to address the senate in opposition to the bill. 
He referred, with words of praise, to some of the 
objections made against the bill by Mr. Wolcott, 
particularly as to its{stirring up civil strife.and as 
to the injurious affect it would have upon the 
colored people of the south. He(Mr. Hampton) 
was one who had witnessed the horrors of civil 
strife and who had suffered his full share of them, 
and he prayed (iod that civil strife might never 
again stain with fratricidal blood the soil of the 
sublic. Would it, Mr. Hampton asked, 

e wise; wonld it be kind, to 
enact a law which, in the judgment of 
many of the best friends of the colored citizens, 
subjects the weaker race to peril and perhaps to 
suffering. He certainly was not willing to lend 
his aid to a measure which, in his opinion, was 
fraught with evils to the whole country, and 
would bring innumerable evils on a class which 
he was sorry to confess had been too often made 
the victim of injustice at the hands ofthe white 
race, He imagined the case of the state of Masaa- 
chusetts being under the political con- 
trol of Chinese immigrants, and he asked 
whether the people of that old commonwealth 
would submit to having their heritage wrested 
from them by an ignorant, vicious people of for- 
eign blood? Would they surrender their inalien- 
able and God-given rights of self-government? 
No! Every impulse of manhood; évery inspira 
tion of liberty; every instinct of race pride, would 
impel them to scorn the thought of such igno- 
miny. Even the senator (Mr. Hoar), philan- 
thropist as he was, and firm believer, 
as he was, in the ballot as the 
panacea of all political evils, would find 
some way, some method, (Mr. Hampton knew not 
what) for the white vote to govern. His (Hamp- 
ton’s) public career would soon’ close forever.

The Negro Members. 

The negro members of the house are now 
making themselves decidedly conspicuous. 
Only a few day ago, Miller, of South Carolina, 
took the floor to denounce the whites of 
his state. Today the very mouthy John M. 
Langston, of Virginia, got the floor on the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill, and 
held it foran hour. Langston’s text was the 
negro, although he spoke on all the subjects 
that he had ever heard of. He is a fine-look- 
ing, bright mulatto negro, with full beard, and 
hair parted in the middle. His coat is always 
a Prince Albert, buttoned up to the red silk 
tie that surrounds his very high collar. 
Langston has a voice likeafog-horn. It can 
be heard all over the building, but his ideas 
are not many. His speech was, of course, a 
series of denunciations of the white democrats 
of the south, and an attempt at a description 
of outrages perpetrated upon his race in thatsec- 
tion. While Langstonis undoubtedly a smart 
negro, like nearly all of his race, he makds 
many absurd statements and takes innumera- 
ble liberties with the English language. Al- 
together, he was not so bitteras Miller. In- 
deed; the dbsurdity of many of his remarks 
created” generous merriment and laughter on 
both sides of the house. | 

When he had concluded, many of the repub- 
licans congratulated him. Now that Langston 
has broken the ice, those who know him best 
say the republicans will soon be sorry they 
seated him, for he will now attempt to be 
heard on all questions. 

What Harris Says. 

Commissioner of Education “Harris says it 
would be unfair to divide the Georgia agri- 
cultural college appropriation, as has been 
suggested, between the whites and colored in 
the proportion to the number of the two races 
now attending the schools of the state. While 
the negroes do not attend school in as great 
numbers in proportion to their population as 
the whites, every facility should be given them 
todo so. A fair division would be an encour- 
agement to the blacks. Mr. Harris, however, 
says he is willing and anxious to do anything 
in his power to aid Georgia in getting her 
money at the earliest possible moment. 

The Silver Investigation. 

The silver investigating committee ap- 
pointed by Speaker Reed yesterday to inquire 
into the charges that members of the house 
and senate were interested in the silver pool, 
organized today, and decided to commence the 
investigation tomorrow. A letter was read 
from Senator Vest, in which he saidit had 
been printed that he was one of the interested 
senators, and he consequently wanted to be 
summoned before the committee, to refute the 
charges. He will probably be one of the first 
witnesses called tomorrow. <A number of 
newspaper correspondents will also be ex- 
amined, and should they tell what they know, 
there will be some decided reften- 
ness exposed. The investigation promises 
to bring to the front a few sensations of no 
small propertions. Colonel Oates, of Alabama, 
amember of the committee, says that the 
charges should be probed tothe bottom, and 
witnesses will be forced to answer all the 
questions put to them. | E. W. B.

Preliminary reports of exports of cotton, bread- 
stuffs, provisions, cattle an Dy more in Decem- 
ber, show an aggregate of $74,184,449, against 
$74,462,959 last year, when exports were almost un- 
precedented. Hence it appears that the excess of 
exports in December was very large in spite of the 
dechne in the movement of breadstuffs, which 
higher prices tend to prolong. 

FLUCTUATIONS IN PRICES. 

For the past week, with wheat 1 per cent higher, 
corn and oats practically unchanged and cotton 
three-sixteenths higher, the exports of wheat have 
been only about half of last year’s; of flour lesq 
than a quarter and of corn only one-eighth, while 
the exports of cotton show a decrease for the 
week, in spite of the considerable increase im re- 
ceipts. 

Pork has not changed, but lard and h are 
lower. Oil is +4 cent lower, and the speculative 
markets are generally rather weak outside of 
those above mentioned. 

Silver bullion has acted curiously. Having 
risen to 48%, pence before the passage of silver 
bill, it fell to 48% on Friday after the vote, and 
shows a weakness similar to that observed in the 
stock market.

Mr. Burnett himself has heen, and is yet 
perhaps, traveling by private conveyance in 
big style, and on every hand in flaming letters 
can be seen ‘Oriental Soap.’’ Now, to the 
great displeasure of the agent here, Mr. Bur- 
nett has never complied with this part of the 
contract to ship the soap, although the agency 
was established December 20, 1890. Inquiry 
today from the mayor at Roanoke revealed the 
fact that no such concern is known there, and 
all over Georgia, and the south, perhaps, agents 
are left with their flattering “power of attor- 
ney, receipt and manifesto.” 


SMALLPOX IN SAVANNAH. + 


Measures Taken to Quarantine the Dis- 
ease. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 16.—[Special.]—The 
two or three cases of smallpox here have had the 
eifect of causing thousands to seek the protection 
of vaccination. The druggists can not keep 
enough virus on hand to supply the demand. The 
city is getting very particular. New tactics have 
been adopted in fighting the smallpox now. If a 
case breaks out in a house and there are fifty resi- 
dents, the fifty people must stay 4n it. 

SURROUNDED BY POIDAICE. 

At least a cordon of police will be,thrown around 
it, and an effort made to make them stay in. The 
new tactics, it need hardly be added, are not re- 
ceived with much favor by those who are un- 
fortunate enough to be living in a house where a 
case occurs.

ARMOUR NOT SATISFIED 
With the Tax Imposed by the Legisla- 
ture—He Visits Macon. 

MACON, Ga., January 16.—(Special.J—At the 
recent session of the legislature a tax of $500 was 
imposed upon each agency of a packing house 
doing a cold storage or refrigerating bus- 
iness in the state. This tax was aimed 
more directly at the Armours, of Chicago and 
Kansas city, and especially of the latter place, who 
ship large quantities of western beef to Atlanta, 
Macon, Savannah and other cities in Georgia, 

The main argument for the tax was that 
the importation of western beet shut out Georgia 
beef from the local market, as the farmers 
of this state could not compete with western 
packers. As the legislature is composed largely 
of fariners, the argument had great weight, and 
the tax was imposed by a large mavjority | 
vote. The farmer legislators claimed that 
this importation of western beef was 
ruining the Georgia catttle business and, 
in fact, had killed a very valuable industry. 

Armour was in Macon yesterday and talked 
about the tax. He thinks it is unconstitutional 
as it interferes with the interstate commerce law. 
He also thinks itis undemocratic as it smacks of 
high tariff and protection. Mr. Armour 
says he has no objection to paying 
a reasonable tax to do business, but does not like 
80 excessive a one.as he considers the tax to be 
which the legislature has imposed. He says the 
high tax has the tendency or doing one of two 
things, towit: Either to prohibit the importation

The Evening News says 
that Chief Hood says if Sherlock states, when 
he gets well, that Williams’s assault upon him 
was unprovoked, he will have Williams pre- 
sented at the next session of the 
grand jury. A grand juryman _§ said 
today that this would be impossible, 
as Williams could not be pre- 
sented twice for the same _ offense. 

Since this statement appeared several grand 
jurymen have considered themseives wronged. 
They say that the chief had no right to criti- 
cise them, and they will present a resolution 
in the morning asking that the matter be in- 
vestigated. What action will be taken if 
the investigation is ordered cannot be told.

AN ASSASSIN CONVICTED.

When @aught Whitehead 
said: 

“Tam aninnocent man, but before God I had 
rather die than go back to that jail.”’ 

“T wish the bullet you fired at me had pene- 
trated my brain.”

CHARGED WITH THE COMMISSION 
OF 4 BRUTAL MURDER. 


How Charity Crane Came to Have Her 
« Throat Cut from Ear to Ear, and What 
Bessie Had to Do with It. 


Macon, Ga., January 16.—[{Special.]—Bessie 
Jones, colored, is on trial for her life in Bibb 
superior court. She is about twenty-four years 
old. Sheis charged with having committed 
one of the foulest murders ever known in Bibb 
county. 

On the first Saturday night in October last, 
Charity Crane, a wmegress, had her 
throat cut from ear to ear. 
The deed happened on a prominent 
thoroughfare, Georgia avenue, near the Wes- 
leyan Female college. On Sunday morning 
the dead and bloody body of Charity Crane 
was found lying on the sidewalk, against the 
college fence. Coroner Henderson held an 
inquest, and his investigation led to the arrest 
of a negro man named Turner Solomon, and 
two negro women, Bessie Jones and Jose- 
phine Daniels. Later investigation showed 
that Josephine Daniels had nothing to do with 
the killing. Bessie Jones afterwards made a 
statement that she held the hands of Charity 
Crane while Turner Solomon cut her throat, 
The fiendish murder shocked the city, and 
therefore great interest is now manifested in 
the trial. 

A jury was obtained this morning without 
much truuble. Solicitor General Felton rep- 
resents the state. Messrs. Ryals, Cooper and 
Stone, defend the prisoner. 

It is thought jealousy had something to do 
with the murder. 


ARMOUR NOT SATISFIED 
With the Tax Imposed by the Legisla- 
ture—He Visits Macon. 

MACON, Ga., January 16.—(Special.J—At the 
recent session of the legislature a tax of $500 was 
imposed upon each agency of a packing house 
doing a cold storage or ‘refrigerating  bus- 
iness in the state. This tax was aimed 
more directly at the Armours, of Chicago and 
Kansas city, and especially of the latter place, who 
ship large quantities of western beef to Atlanta, 
Macon, Savannah and other cities in Georgia, 

The main argument for the tax was that 
the importation of western beef shut out Georgia 
beef from the local market, as the farmers 
of this state could not compete with western 
packers. As the legislature is’ composed largely 
of farmers, the argument had great weight, and 
the tax was imposed by a large majority 
vote. The farmer legislators claimed that 
this importation of western beef was 
ruining the Georgia catttle business and, 
in fact, had killed a very valuable industry. 

Armour was in Macon yesterday and talked 
about the tax. He thinks it is unconstitutional 
as it interferes with the interstate commerce law. 
He also thinks it is undemocratic as 1t smacks of 
high tariff and _— protection. Mr. Armour 
says he has no objection to paying 
a reasonable tax to do business, but does not like 
50 excessive a one.as he considers the tax to be 
which the legislature has imposed. He says the 
high tax has the tendency or doing one of two 
things, towit: Either to prohibit the importation 
of western beef to Georgia entirely, or 
it will cause the price of heeft to 
be advanced and this extra cost os 
of course, have to be paid by the consumer. gir. 
Armour will seek to have the collection of the tax 
délayed until he can look fully into the law on fhe 
constitutionality of the tax. He came to n 
from Atianta, and has pow gene to Savannah.

is going to be a grand one, sure enough. 


Such a name is eminently proper. It is 
strictly in keeping with the character of the 
building Mr. DeGive is erecting. 

Very little has been said about the new the- 
ater, and comparatively few people have any 
idea of the work that has already been done. 

Many, however, watch the progress of the 
building every day. The old Goldsmith resi- 
dence in the front hides the structure from 
view. 

I took a look at the work yesterday. I was 
Surprised at the size as well as at the progress 
already made on the building. notwithstanding 
Mr. DeGive’s modest assertion that there was 
nothing there yet to talk about. 

The foundation has been laid. And this is 
no small item, considering that the entire 
space covered by the structure is excavated 
and built up with heavy walls of masonry.

What nature 
failed to do for him has been supplied by 
art. Years ago he trained himself before a 
mirror, studying poses and strengthening his. 
voice. He never speaks long without careful 
preparation, and he always sees to it that 
his appearance is properly advertised. He 
is a wonderful juggler with words. He 
studies their sound as well astheir sense, 
and spares no effort to please the ear while 
he is swaying the mind. As an orator, he 
has his equals on the floor of the senate; but 
as the actor-orator of his chosen stage, he is 
absolutely peerless. 

He will not live long inthe memory of 
men as @ statesmanor as anorator. When 
the curtain descends, and hides him from 
view, he will be speedily forgotten. For a 
brief period he has dazzled and delighted 
the sensation-loving crowd. But that is all. 
The qualities of head and heart that make a 
great man are wanting in this brilliant po- 
litical adventurer, and when he. disappears 
with the passing show he will hardly be 
missed, even in the ranks of his own party.

It is to.be hoped that the movement for a 
pneumatic postal service in cities will 
amount to something more than talk, This 
progressive country is far behind the old 
world in methods for the rapid dispatch of 
mail matter. The pneumatic tube has long 
been in use in foreign cities, where, for a 
trifling fee, a person may send a card miles 
across the town in a few minutes. 

In Paris, if you wish to communi- 
cate with a person in any part of 
the city by wrttten message, all you have to 
do is to write your message on a two-cent 
postal card and carry it to a station one 
or two blocks off. The card is placed in a 
pneumatic tube and shot across the city in 
an instant, arriving at the station nearest 
the address. From the station a messenger 
carries it at once toits destination, and the 
person with whom you wish to communi- 
cate is reached in twenty minutes from any 
part of the city. This rapid dispatch of 
written messages is something for which the 
telephone is in many cases a poor substitute, 
and the sending of such messages in a great 
city, for the trifle of 2 cents, would 
greatly facilitate business, 

In this matter the postoffice department 
is not only years behind European service, 
but far behind private establishments in 
in most of our large cities. 

If we are goingto keep up an army of 
postofiice officials, we might as well have a 
modern service. 


Concerning Immigration. 

In some recent figures, collected by Hon. 
Henry Cabot Lodge, the persons who landed 
in this country between 1873 and 1886 are 
classified as follows:

So it appears that for many years nearly 
one-half of our immigrants had no occupa- 
tion, no training. For the same period it 
will be seen that the professional and skilled 
labor amounted to only 11.49 per cent of 
the whole. 

We cannot stand this sort of thing. It is 
not safe to make this country the dumping 
ground of all the incompetents, incapables 
and defectives of all the nations of the 
earth. The immigrants coming to our shores 
must be capable of earning a living or they 
should stay at home. 

It is time to have this matter of immigra- 
tion thoroughly supervised and regulated by 
systematic rules. Our laboring ‘men in the 
course of another generation will be crowded 
into the mire of poverty by these millions of 
new comers whose pauperized condition 
forces them to work for starvation 
Unless we reform this business we must ex- 
pect to see pauperism and crime increase, 
and tramps and robbers marching from one 
end of the land to the other. ; 

Why not profit by the example of Brazil? 
The new republic encourages immigration, 
but it requires the heads of families to be 
practical farmers or skilled mechanics. In 
other words, the government is determined 
that its new settlers shall be self-supporting. 
This is on the right line, and it is the policy 
for the United States to adopt. We cannot 
afford to be simply an asylum for all the 
oppressed and unfortunate people in the 
world. Such charity may be magnificent, 
but it is not business, 


Crushed by Their Burdens. 


In the Illinois legislature, the other day, 
@ speaker stated that the farmers were fur- 
nishing an undue proportion of the inmiates 
of the insane asylums—a fact that was ac- 
counted for by the meagtal and physical 
strain to which they were subjected. 

It is a sad state of affairs. Our govern- 
ment is so largely under the control of: 
scheming partisans, s and monop- 
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the country isso managed that it practi- 
cally outlaws them. 

Under these conditions, taxed into pov- 
erty, robbed by the tariff, ignored by the 
government, driven for relief to the shy- 
locks, with the price of their products con- 
trolled by rings of speculators, isit surprising 
that some farmers go mad? 

A day of reckoning is coming. If there 
is any virtue in the ballots of freemen, and 
any strength in organized action, the farm- 
ers of the land are going to make themselves 


heard and felt in the councils of the nation, # 


and they are going to rescue the government 
of their fathers from the plutocrats of 
Wall street. 


Our Country Roads. 

While the towns and cities are making 
efforts to secure the benefits of rapid transit 
it would seem to be highly necessary and 
proper for the people of the country—espe- 
cially the farmers—to turn their attention to 
better transit. We have alluded to this sub- 
ject before, but its importance justifies the 
hammering which we propose to give it until 
public sentiment absorbs energy enough to 
start a movement looking to the building of 
better roads, 

Governor Hill, of New York, in a message 
to the legislature of 1890, suggested that the 
state should proceed to construct through 
each county two highways intersecting each 
other about the middle of the county, the 
roads thus constructed to form part of a 
general system. The governor of Alabama, 
about the same time, was urging on the 
legislature of that state the necessity of 
good roads. ‘‘Every township in the state,”’ 
said Governor Seay, “‘should have good 
schools and good roads, but every township 
should build its own roads and support its 
own schools.’’ This is good old democratic 
doctrine, and it is sound; but the democratic 
party seems to have slipped by it in some way. 
Schools supported by the state are now the 
order of the day, and this being so there is 
no reason why the state should not take a 
hand in the building of good roads, which 
are as fundamentally important to the people 
as good schools. 

Usually there is considerable excitement 
in the section through which a new railroad 
is to pass. The people begin to stir them- 
selves. They not only donate parcels of 
land to the railway, but subscribe to the 
common stock. In other words, they de- 
liberately tax themselves in order to secure 
the benefits of the new line of transit. And 
yet, toall intents and purposes, the country 
road is as important and as necessary as the 
road that is built for the iron horse. 

There is no reason why the people should 
not be as anxious to secure a system of good 
country roads as they are to secure a system 
of railroads. ‘The two systems are inde- 
pendent. The benefits of a railroad can 
only be thoroughly enjoyed by those who 
are able to reach it by means of good public 
roads. 

Georgia is no worse off with respect to 
her country roads than the majority of the 
states of the union, yet her roads are in a 
desperate condition during the winter sea- 
son. As the revolutionary pioneers left 
them so they are now—always heavy and 
and often impassable. A little extra energy 
and a little extra expense, to be repaid a 
thousand fold, would give to the state a sys- 
tem of public roads worthy of the people 
and of the age in which we live.

Colonel Ropes, of Texas. 

Colonel E. H. Ropes, of Corpus Christi, 
Tex., a dyed-in-the-wool republican, has re- 
cently taken occasion to put a very large flea 
in the ear of The New York Press, a dyed- 
in-the-wool republican organ. Colonel Ropes 
hag been in New York city on business, and, 
being a plain, blunt man, he was not averse 
to giving a reporter of The Press a short talk 
on the political situation. 

Before the reporter could arrange the pre- 
liminafies for an interview the colonel 
reached for him, as it were, and announced 
his opposition to the force bill. He declared 
that the republicans who are in favor of this 
measure are altogether wrong.

the negro could be taken bodily out of the 
republican party in the south and put into 
the democratic party in the south, the 
republicans would sweep several southern 
states. Then, when the reporter had 
had time to catch his breath, Colonel Ropes 
informed him that a white republican league 
has been formed in Texas, which has for its 
purpose the exclusion of the colored brother 


from the primaries. 
This representative southern republican 


told The Press reporter that the force bill 
will do no good anywhere in the south, but 
will do harm in almost every part of the 
south. He says that in Texas the democrats 
count the negro vote, and the republicans 
have to pay for negro support, if they get it. 
As for the attempt to prevent communities 


-from protecting themselves from the results 


of ignorant suffrage, Colonel Ropes aptly 
quotes the remarks of a bishop of western 
Texas:. ‘*What would be the value of prop- 
erty in any northern city or county,’’ said this 
bishop, “if, by some grand social upheaval, 
the entire administration of civil affairs and 
of taxation should be given to a single elass, 
and that class the lowest and most ignorant 
and a non-tax-paying class?”’ 

Whereupon, the genial Texan, after de- 
livering this knock-down argument, turned 
tothereporter and said: ‘“‘We might as 
well consider the result that would follow in 
this city if you should turn its administration 
over to the Italians of Mulberry street; and 
yet they are more intelligent than the mass 
of southern negroes.’’ Colonel Ropes then 
goes on to say that the future of the repub- 
lican party in the south , depends on the 


| promptness with which it unloads its contin- 


gent of negroes and induces them to vote 
with the democrats. 

There isa good deal of sound sense in 
what this Texan republican says, but the re- 
publican bourbons who lead the party will 
never take this view of it.

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The Local Creditors of the Koad in Knox- 
ville Will Resist the Application 
for a Keceiver. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., January 16.—[Special.] 
Nonew developments have taken place under 
the bill filed in the federal court askjng for a 
receiver for the Knoxville Southern railroad. 

The local creditors held a meeting yesterday, 
“but if any definite conclusion was reached it 
was not made public. The company owes 
Knoxville mefehants and contractors in round 
numbers $250,000,- and the belief is general 
that the loodl creditors will resist the federal 
court application fora receiver. A bill is now 
pending*tn the Knox county circuit court, filed 
by som@ Jbfidge builders of the Knoxville 
Southern; asking for a receiver. 

ANOTHER BILL FILED. 

Late this evening another bill was filed in 
the federal court in the Knoxville Southern or 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad case. 
The Central Trust Company has an applica- 
tion for a receiver pending at Atlanta, and an 
ancillary bill here. Today attorneys represent- 
ing McBee & Co., contractors. of the North 
Carolina, filed a bill in the 
federal court, asking that the Central 
Trust Company be enjoinod from selling the 
Knoxville Southern, and that it be not al- 
lowed a receiver undder its bill, The credit- 
ors then ask for a receiver and for the sale of 
the road to meet the claims of the contractors 
who bullt the road. They insist they have 
he first lien on the road and prior to all other 
liens. 


WHERE THE LIABILITY COMES IN. 

It will be remembered that the Knoxville 
Southern, recently and since completed, 
was consolidated with the Marietta and North 
Georgia road, and under the name of the 
latter. The bill alleges that the Knoxville 
Southern is first liable to its contractors, who 
built it, regardless of any debt there may 
on the Marietta and North Georgia. An 
order has been made by the court here requir- 
ing the Central Trust Company, of New York, 
whose ancillary bill was first filed heré, to 
come forward and be heard at the same time 
as plaintiffsin bill today.- A copy of this 
order will be sent to the United States clerk 
in Atlanta. 

* KAGER’S BIG CLAIM. 

It should be stated that George R. Eager, 
who, as contractor, built the road by subletting 
it, has an application for a receiver pending in 
Knox county superior court. He alleges that 
the company isindebted to him for $400,000. 
This claim Eager has assigned toS, B. Lut- 
trell, local creditor for the benefit of the con- 
tractors who sublet from him (Eager), and the 
local creditora have determined to resist to the 
last extreme, the application of the Central 
Trust Company, of New York, and much liti- 
gation may arise. 

A number of smaller contractors have bills 
pending in the various counties of Tennessee, 
along the road, asking fora receiver. The bill 
filed today seeks tohaye them brought into 
the federal court here, as complaints, and this 
will probably not be resisted by them. 

The total amount of the claim seems to be 
thus; The Central Trust Company on the 
combined roads $300,000; G. R. Eager on 
Knoxville Sonthern, $400,000; local creditors, 

250,000; creditors in other counties in East 
Tennessee, $25,000. 
The case may be heard on Tuesday next.

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4 GEORGIA LADY THE VICTIM OF A 
NEW YORK SHARPER. 


Bhe Negotiates a Loan and the Accommo- 
dating Shylock Takes Advantage of Her 
and Seizes Her Household Goods. 


A lady of a prominent Georgia family was 
outrageously victimized in New York the 
other day. 

Mrs. Delabaree is the name of the lady. 
She isa daughter of Dr, Carlton Belt, who 
died some years ago, leaving a largo property. 

Teo go further back in her family history 
Mrs. Delabarre is related to the famous Berrien 
and Jenkins families, prominent names in 
Georgia history, 

Hon. John Berrien, of revolutionary fame, 
married Miss McPherson, and their only son 
was John McPherson Berrien, one of the 
most illustrious namesin the annals of the 
state. 

His first wife died young, and the elder 
Berrien married Miss Jenkins, an aunt of 
Governor Charles J. Jenkins. One of their 
daughters married a Belt, and the son of 
this Belt was Dr. Carlton Belt, who married a 
descendant of the famous Talbot family, and 
at his death left several children, one of whom 
is Dr. Carlton Belt, of Burke, who served in 
the legislature in 1884-5; and still lives in Gécor- 
gia, and his daughter, the Mrs. Delebarre firs: 
refused to reside with her mother in New 
York. 

Dr. Carlton Belt, so the story goes, left Gov- 
ernor Jenkins as the executor of his property. 
A large portion of it went in confederate 
money to irretrievable ruin. : 

Mrs. Belt brought suit against Governor 
Jenkins, in the federa: court, forthe recovery 
of a part of the estate, and the case became a 
cause celevre. 

How She Was Victimized. 

The following account of how Mrs. Delebarre 
was victimized, appeared in Tuesday’s New 
York Herald: 

Mrs. Elizabeth M. Delebarre, of No. 44 West 
Twenty-second street, is one of the latest victims 
of the loan shark. 

Mrs. Delebarre comes of an old Georgia family 
which, in ante-bellum days, was among the fore- 
most and wealthiest families of the state. She is 
a niece of the late Senator John M. Berrien, one of 
Georgia's most distinguished statesmen. The war 
left them with but a ramnant of their fortune. 
Some ten years ago, she with her mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth T. Belt, came to this city and made it 
their home, 

Mrs. Delebarre, is a “plucky little woman, chuck 
fu'l of business,’’as her triends describe her. 
With the few thousand dollars she had in her pos- 
session upon her arrival here she looked about 
her for an investment, and finally purchased the 
house on West Twenty-second street where she 
now lives. By renting some of the 1ooms she was 
able to pay off most of the mortgage upon the 
property and buy additional furniture. 

On December 27th last, at 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon, she had the house stocked with furniture, 

ictures and bric-a-brac to the value of $15,000. 

aving the house to attend to some business, she 
returned at 6 o’clock to find the premises de- 
nuded of almosteverything that was movable. 
Blank walls stared at her where before costly 
paintings had hung. The parlors were bleak and 
desolate, and throughout the house, from top to 
bottom, the same condition of emptiness pre- 
vailed. 

As may be inferred, the loan shark had 
“called” during her absence and had done his 
work well and effectually. 

It happened thatin May last Mrs. Delebarre 
found herself in pressing need of $500. She was 
attracted by an advertisement of one Louis Sil- 
vyerman, of No. 359 Fulton street, Brooklyn, who 
offered in his “‘ad’’ to advance money on furni- 
ture and persona! effects upon liberal terms. 

HAD A LOOK AT THE *“STUFF.”’ 

Calling upon Mr. Silverman she stated her case, 
and the former forthwith visited her house to 
“have a look at the stuff,’ as he expressed it. 

“Why,” said he, as soon as he saw the elegant 
furniture, paintings and ornaments, ‘I would be 

ew lling to lend you $10,0000n all this if you re- 
quired it.” She only wanted $500, she said. , 

Then the “shark” began operations. First Mrs. 
Delebarre gave him four notes of $175 each, to be 
paid in four TT installments. The notes, of 
course, were secured by a chattel mortgage upon 
the furniture. The shark then deducted 375 for 
his alleged services and handed his victim $425 in 
cash. The rate of interest, it will be seen, was a 
matter of nearly 300 per cent per annum, but, as 
the case was urgent, shejdidn’t complain., 

In the month following Mrs. Delebarre saw an 
opportunity to make a profitable turn by securing 
an option on some adjacent property. She needed 
about $4,000, and remembering that Silverman had 
offered to lend her $10,000 on her funiture she 
again visited him, but found that he had been 
metamorphosed, meanwhile, into the Fulton Loan 
Association. 

Certainly he could accommodate her, only he 
would have to charge herpretty heavily for the 
“accomimodation.”’ i 

“But,” he remarked, “you can afford to pay it 
under the circumstances.” 

By that time the shark had things pretty much 
his own way. As additional security Mrs Dele- 
barre gave him a lien upon some farm property 
which she owns in Vermont. 

AN EXTRAORDINARY DOCUMENT. 

-The shark then drew up a most extraordinary 
document. It wasin the form of a contract be- 
tween Mrs. Delebarre, party of the first part, and 
one R. Silverman, of the second part. In it she 
agreed to pay said R. Silverman (who turns out 
to be Rachel, the wife of Louis) $1,750 for said “R. 
Bilverman’s services in endorsing her (Mrs. Dele- 
barre’s) note” and for ‘‘other services” which are 
left to be imagined. 

A second mortgage was then drawn up and, 
with Mr. Silverman, Mrs. Delebarre went to 
Brooklyn, where she was introduced to a dry goods 
merchant on Fulton street. A note for $5,000, en 
dorsed by R. Silverman,was handed to her to sign, 
which she did accordingly. This was given to the 
merchant, who counted out $5,000in bills, less the 
discount. : 

The office of the association was visited. There 
the four notes which she had acter | given 
were handed to her togethor with $3,900 in cash. 

For this $3,900, then, she had obligated herself 
to pay within four months $6,750. With a farm 
thrown in with the rest of his collaterals the shark 
appears to have beea pretty well secured in the 
transaction. 

READY TO SETTLE. 

The month, following—July—Mrs. Delebarre 
paid to Silverman $250 on account... Then, as she 
alleges, he told her not to bother about the interest 
and that she could renew her obligation to him 
when it fell due if she should so desire. 

Upon the maturity of the last note, on October 
29th, Mrs. Delebarre informed Silverman that she 
would settie with him in December. She had in 
the meantime taken legal advice in the premises, 
and a hitch arose between the shark and his victim 
as to the usurious and extortionate rate he had 
charged her for the loan. 

Sporty before Christmas she informed him that 
she would call at his place ‘‘prepared to settle” 
on the afternoon of December 27th. 

According to her agreement, Mrs. Delebarre 
left her house that afternoon to visit Silverman at 
his Brooklyn office. She was intormed that he 
was out, and she therefore waited until 6 o'clock, 
when, as he did not return, she went home. 

What she found when she arrived at her house 
has already been told. In her absence a man who 
claimed to bea constable, and who said his name 
was Newman 8S. Warsower, called at the house 
“with a young man who claimed to be a son of 
Louis Silverman and a Mrs. Nqonan. 

They had come to take away the furniture, they 
said,and asthe only occupants of the house at 
the time were women they were too much fright- 
ened tointerfere. A train of furniture vans was 
driven up before the door andagangof men, 
Buperintended by Warsower and young Silver- 
man, began the work. 

EVERYTHING CARRIED OFF. 

Rooms were broken into and their contents car- 
ried off, regardless of ownership or protest. From 
the roof to the cellar the work of despoliation 
went on until the house was almost einpty. Books 
and private papers of Mrs. Delebarre’s and sun- 
dry personal effects belonging to her tenants 
were carted off indiscriminately, and as the last 
Cartioad left the place Mrs. Delebarie appeared 
upon the scene. 

Breathlessly she asked the meaning of the out- 


ge. 
““Whatdo we mean?” spoke up Mrs. Noonan, 
“Why, we mean to have our money—that is all. 
This property has been transferred to me, and I

The trio then took their departure.

THE SIGNAL SERVICE | 


WILL BE RELEGATED TO TWO 
ROOMS IN POSTOFFICE ATTIic. 
Conduct of the Custodian of the Building, 
Which Is Slightly Objected To—Ob- 
server Duffey Talks, 


“I think the signal service departmentin this 
city has been treated in a most shabby man- 
ner,” said Observer Duffey yesterday, when 
asked when he expected to move into the re- 
medeled federal building. 

“Several weeks ago I took a Jook through the 
buiiding, and asked the contractor, Mr. Harri- 
son, where the signal office would be situated. 
He showed me two rooms on the third floor, 
facing Marietta and Fairlie streets, and 
assured me they were the ones 
picked out for us. Mr. Hugh Angier, the 
government inspector of the work, corrob- 
orated Mr. Harrison’s statement. 

“I said to him: ‘Mr. Angier, I want to be 
absolutely sure that I am right in this matter, 
as I wish to send on my report to Washington 
asking for instructions about moving and giv- 
ing my present landlord, M. E. F. Gould, 
notice of vacating. He assured me confi- 
dently it was all right, and I accordingly 
wrote to General Greeley December 24th, de- 
scribing the rooms and asking for advice. 
In reply he told metogo ahead and make 
arrangements fur moving on January 31st, 
and to give notification thereof to Mr. Gould, 

“Shortly after this I hada talk with C. C. 
Wimbish, surveyorof customs and custodian of 
the building. When I asked him if he was 
going to furnish the rooms for me, he replied 
that he thought I would have to look else- 
where, ashe was going to occupy the rooms 
himself. I then talked to Mr. Angier, who 
looked at his diagram and told me he thought 
& mistake had been made in giving me those 
rooms, and said the rooms immediately above 
on the fourth floor had been marked for us, 
He again assured me the fourth 
floor rooms were the right ones, 
and on /fthat presumption I began 
to gather preliminary data for making a full 
report to Washington. 

‘‘Now comes the meanest part of the whole 
business Wimbish blocks me out of the 
fourth floor rooms—he wanted them himseli— 
and gets the official sanction ofthe treasury 
department to ratify his action. He very re- 
assuringly informed me I would have to take 
to the attic. 

“In the attic, or top story are two long, nar- 
row rooms, poorly lighted and ventilated by 
one window at each end. There is no sky- 
light, and absolutely no means of 
heating them, and the only thing 
done in the way of improvement was 
the plastering of one of the rooms. These 
officials who have tossed me around from 
pillar to post, so to speak, act on the excuse 
that what was good enough for the signal 
office in the past is good enough now, but 
everybody I have spoken to on the matter 
admits they are not fit in any sense of the 
word for their intended purpose, and are only 
useful for storage purposes. 

‘The department is about to send me a con- 
signment of instruments for improving the 
service and making Atlantaa first-order sta- 
tion. Among them is a_ self-registering 
barometer and a triple self-register which 
records by electricity the wind’s direction and 
veloeityand the rainfall. It is a most valuable 
instrument and the records obtained from it will 
in the future, as they have in the past, prove 
of the highest value in the courts as conclusive 
evidence of the state of the weather on explicit 
occasions. 

‘“‘T have been making extensive preparations 
forimproving the efficiency of the service at 
this point, and either of the two locations firgt 
mentioned would have been jexactly suitable 
for the purpose. I have writtena full account 
of the whole status of the matter to Washing- 
ton, in which I objected strongly to the loca- 
tion which Wimbish has so kindly provided for 
me. 

‘In Cincinnati. tho signal service was 
specially provided for in the erection of the 
federal building there, and their very fine 
rooms were set aside for its exclusive use—and 
the same should have been done here. 

‘‘What move General Greeley will take in 
the matter, [am unable to say, but I know 
he objects to the present high rental—$575 a 
a we are paying in the Gould build- 
ng.

COL, MILLEDGE TALKS 


THE STATE ENCAMPMENT. 


It Should Come to Atlanta, He Says—This 
Year an Epoch inthe History of 
the Military. 


Colonel John Milledge, one of the most en- 
thusiastic and hard working military men in 
the state. had some very interesting things to 
Say yesterday about military affairs in general, 
and particularly about the annual encamp- 
ment. 

Colonel Milledge commands the First bat- 
talion of Georgia cavalry, but his intlomitable 
energy has been an influence felt and appre- 
ciated all over the state. Perhaps no man in 
the state has devoted himself so persistently 
tothe improvement of the militia. Itis a 
cause that is always near his heart. 

It follows, then, that what he has to say 
upon the subject is authoritative. 

‘This year, 1891,’’ he said yestesday, ‘‘will 
mark an epoch im the history of the military 
of Georgia, The legislature which adjourned 
last month appreciated the importance of 
taking steps to make our military what it is 
intended to be—a strong arm upon which the 
chief executive of the state can rely in case 
of an emergency, to maintain law and order 
within the limits of the state, when the civil 
authorities shal] be unable to do so. That 
legislature provides $25,000 to be put in the 
bands of the advisory board, to be 
expended as in their judgment may seem 
best, in such way as will best promote 
the organization, discipiine and training of her 
troops. They also passed an act authorizing 
the advisory board to accept bids for a per- 
manent encampment ground. What terms 
and conditions the advisory board will fix 
upon as a basis for bids, of course, is not 
known. That body is composed of able men 
deeply interested in the military of the state, 
and they will do what in their judgment is 
right. 

‘‘The advantage of the location of this perma- 
nent encampment ground to any city or town 
near which it may be located can scarcely, in 
my judgment, be estimated by any one who 
has not studied the matter. I presume that 
the advisory board will direct that the bat- 
talions and regiments shall gointo camp seri- 
atim, thatis to say, one battalion or regiment 
at a time. 

‘There are in the Georgia volunteers three 
regiments of infantry: First regiment, Colo- 
nel Mercer, of Savannah, commanding, five 
companies; Second regiment, just formed, and 
probably to be commanded by Colonel C. M. 
Wyley, of Macon, ten companies. 

‘‘Ninth regiment,being organized,to be com- 
manded by Colonel W. F. Jones, of six com- 
panies at present. 

‘*The First battalion of five companies, com- 
manded by Lieutenant Colonel I. C. Levy, of 
Augusta; Third battalion, composed of three 
companies, Lieutenant Colonel William Gar- 
rard, of Savannah; Fourth battalion, three 
companies, Lieutenant Colonel W. L. Cal- 
houn, Atlanta; Seventh battalion, six compa- 
nies, commanded by Colonel Ed L. Wright, 
of Albany. 

‘Oi nine independent companies, not yet at- 
tached. 

“Of one regiment of cavalry called the Fifth 
regiment of Georgia. Cavalry commanded by 
Colonel W. W. Gordon, of Savannah, eight 
companies, one battalion of cavalry called the 
First battalion of Georgia, cavairy com- 
manded by myself, composed of three com- 
panies, and one independent company of 
cavalry. commanded by. Captain John M. 
Clark, of Augusta. Two batteries of artil- 
lery, Chatham Artillery, commanded by Cap- 
tain J. F. Wheaton, of Savannah, and At- 
lanta Artillery, commanded by Captain George 
Forbes, of Atlanta. 

‘*These commands are composed of some of 
Georgia’s best young men, and it can well be 
understood how an encampent every year, 
where for nine or ten weeks, these several 
commands in their turn so near any city or 
town will be a great benefit financially to such 
localities and will necessarily draw together 
the friends and families interested in the 
soldiery. 

‘“*While, of course, as I have stated, it is not 
known how much in ground and money, the 
title to be in the state, to be donated. it will 
require to secure the location of this encamp- 
ment ground, if it could be secured near At- 
Janta, the: advantages to the city would be 
very great. 

“Whenever the advisory board shall an- 
nounce what they want, then, if Atlanta de- 
sires to enter into competition tor the location 
of the encampment ground, she will have to 
go to work systematically at once to prepare 
her bid. The amount of interest which any 
location will take in bidding for the encamp- 
ment ground will depend, of course, upon 
whether it is to be a single encampment of all 
the military at once together, as in Augusta 
last year, or whether the battalions and regi- 
ments will be ordered, as stated above, one at 
a time into camp. 

‘This, of course, will be decided by the ad- 
visory board before they ask for bids. 

“Inasmuch as the state has appropriated this 
much money it is reasonable to suppose that 
the military commands will be ordered per- 
emptorily into the encampment, and that it 
will not be optional with them as to whether 
or not they go into camp. 

‘‘The members of the military companies 
are now enlisted and are bound to obey orders 
of the proper authorities, whether they are or- 
derered into camp or in an emergency into 
the field for active service—both are alike a 
service which the stato has aright to require 
at their hands. This of course will 
be decided by the advisory board, 
and those localities that bid for the 
encampment will understand that there is to 
be no uncertainty as to whether or not there 
will be an encampment each year. Certainty 
or uncertainty upon this point would affect the 
bid. This matter is with the advisory board, 
and when they meet on the 22d of this month, 
they will speak with no uncertain voice in 
regard to everything necessary to be known in 
order intelligibly to bid forthe encampment 
ground. 

“If the people of Atlanta desire to have the 
soldiers of the state encamp near her limits, 
shecan afford to give more money and more 
landthan any other city in the state. Her 
healthful location and railroad facilities can- 
not be excelled, and it will rest entirely with 
her citizens as to how much they are willing 
to give towards the encampment grounds.”’
